THE WOUND. 

Room No. 15 is an ordinary twelve by four- 
teen, carpeted, and plainly furnished with a 
double walnut bed, a bureau, washstand, 
small table and a few chairs.

Mr. Vallandigham had thrown off 
his coat and thrust aside the remaining gar- 
ments to give the doctors access to the 
wound. Dr. Scoyille produced a silver 
probe.

“Any pain ?” 

“No, not the least.” 

PROBING. 

Dr. Scoville approached this delicate opera- 
tion with a delicacy of demeanor becoming 
the occasion. The bed had been drawn out 
from the walls. Mr. Vallandigham lay at 
the far side. He placed his two hands upon 
the wounded side, and felt around by aseries 
of geutle pressures for the lodgment of the 
ball, for it had not come through, but this 
self-manipulation the doctors prevented, and 
the probing began. The instrument was di- 
rected inward, but did not penetrate farther 
than half aninch, Ah, that is good! 

No, Mr. Vallandigham, you can not read 
anything in the faces of your doctors, they 
are too prudent for that, and their prudence 
and concealment are the best treatment you 
can have for the present. 

But what.does that little motion of the 
Doctor’s hand meanf? A motion that obtrudes 
his arm between the eager eyes of the patient 
and that suspicious little hole?

right side and lay upon his back. A brief 
struggle, the uneasy rolling of the head and 
movement of the hards, the labored breath- 
ing, the glazing eye, the tightening of the 
skin upon the face, and the dropping of the 
lower jaw. A few groans escaped the beauti- 
fully arched chest, the iris disappeared, leav- 
ing the white of the eye only to be seen, a 
few gasps for the fast fleeting breath, and 
Clement L. Vallandigham parted with life.

No post mortem was had, but Dr. Dawson 
made an exploration and found the wound in 
the right side, about two inches below the 
arch of the ribs, at two inches in front of the 
lateral line, seven and a half inches from the 
umbilicus and two inches above the umbili- 
cal level. 

The ball entered the abdominal cavity from 
the point of entrance, obliquely from the 
above downwards and inwards, pointing to- 
ward the leftinguinal region. The abdomen 
was distended with blood, and there was a 
constant exudation of it from the wound, 
dark colored and fluid. 

The remains were taken to Dayton for in- 
terment.

Hon. . E. Brown, President of the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad Company, in response to calls, 
sald: 

The most valuable property I own is in the city of 
Atlanta, and I feel as deep an interest in the prosperity 
of the city, as auy other citizen does. I give you a 
few of my reasons why I favor building the 
Georgia Western Railroad. Mr. Adair has al- 
ready made most of my _ speech. He has 
made these matters so much a study that it isa difii- 
cult matfer to keep ahead of him. As he has truly 
said, when I firet Knew Atlanta it was only a smal! 
place. The building of the Western and Atlantic 
Railroad was the means of vitalizing its energies. 
There was but one general road from the West in 
in Georgia, and Georgia had a monopoly of the West- 
emtrade. At that time Georgia held the key through 
her mountains, and was the means of supply of 
South Oafolina, North Carolina and a_ great 
portion of Alabama. Alabama has paid trib- 
ute to Georgia for twenty years, but has deter- 
mined to do so no longer. During that time the mer- 
chants of Atlanta have had the benefit of the trade 
of all the line. Atlanta has been the distributing 
point for the products of the West, and has supplicd 
Macon and Augusta. That day has about passed. 
Then, there was but one line from Memphis to 
Charleston ; now, there are several competing lines. 
Louisville is building a road from Louisville to Mont- 
gomery. 

They own a controlling in, and has leased the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad, and the road from 
Dacatur to Montgomery lacks but a small lirk of 
completion. Louisville has leased this road for thirty 
years, and willcompieteit. This gives them complete 
control ‘of the line from Lonisville to Montgomery. 
Their interests are against the old route and 
in favor of taking the freight that used to 
pass over the State Road, and carrying it over 
their own line to Montgomery. Thus Atlanta has 
lost_the advantage she once enjoyed. The disadvan- 
tages do not stop here. Mr. Wadley meets the Louis- 
ville road at Montgomery with his cars, and dist -ib- 
utes the freicht at Columbus, Macon, Savannah and 
Southwestern Georgia, and supplies the country once 
supplied through Atlanta. The nearest route from 
Columbus to the West, is through Montgomery 
and Decatur, and not through Atlanta. That being 
the shortest route necessarily takes both freight and 
passengers. The Montgomery merchant meets the 
Atlanta merchant at Columbus, having the advantage 
of a shorterioute. I am not now speaking in the in- 
terests of the State road, but in the interest of the 
people of Atlanta. But let as tarn our attention to 
the eastern side of Atlanta. A road has been built 
from Charleston to Walhalla—a short link of one hun- 
dred and twenty-two miles-is only waiting completion 
to connect Charleston with Knoxville,Tenn.; when this 
is completed it will be ashorter route to the West 
from Charleston than over the State Road.
